PHYSIOLOGY 


Physical  Education  and  Athletic  Injuries  are  two  of  the  courses 
offered  in  Gar-Field’s  P.E.  department.  While  Athletic  Injury  teaches  one 
how  to  take  care  of  your  injuries,  P.E.  is  the  place  where  you  have  the 
opportunity  to  prevent  injuries  from  occurring  by  getting  in  shape. 

Many  people  often  wonder  on  how  to  cure  there  own  injury, 
which  is  the  main  reason  Gar-Field  has  developed  the  Athletic  Injury 
course.  The  class  specializes  in  taking  care  of  injuries,  learning  more 
about  the  body  and  all  that  it  consists  of,  and  students  will  learn  how  to 
wrap  up  their  injury.  If  students  find  interest  in  their  first  year,  they  may 
take  Athletic  Injuries  II,  which  specializes  in  hands  on  evaluations  of  the 
bone  anatomy.

New  to  our  school  this  year  was  a  program  designed  to  help  our  teen 
mothers  attend  school  without  having  to  worry  about  child  care.  Graduation 
Reality  and  Dual  Skills  (GRADS)  allows  the  young  mothers  to  bring  their 
children  to  the  child  care  center  that  was  built  especially  for  this  program. 
The  purpose  was  to  help  with  the  increasing  numbers  of  pregnant  teenagers 
in  the  area. 

GRADS  encourages  young  mothers  to  reach  their  goals  no  matter  what 
obstacles  stand  in  their  way.  The  students  are  taught  parenting  skills  that 
will  be  useful  to  them,  even  after  they  graduate  from  high  school.  Along 
with  the  room  where  the  babies  are  cared  for,  there  is  classroon  for  students 
who  do  not  have  their  own  babies,  but  are  interested  in  learning  more 
about  the  child  care  careers.  They  are  taught  how  to  care  for  their  children 
and  how  to  cope  with  the  pressures  that  come  with  being  young  mothers. 
GRADS  offers  an  alternative  for  those  mothers  who  would  otherwise  not  be 
able  to  go  to  school. 

The  GRADS  program  seemed  to  be  a  great  success.  It  is  safe  to  assume 
that  it  will  continue  to  thrive  thoughout  the  years.

The  last  meet  was  the  most  hectic  of  all  the  meets  with 
twelve  other  teams  on  the  pool  deck  at  the  same  time. 
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The  1994-1995  Boys’  Varsity  Basketball  team  started  on  the 
right  track.  Spirits  ran  high  among  the  teammates  and  the  faithful 
fans  as  the  Indians  seemed  to  be  on  a  winning  streak. 

Strong,  experienced  players  composed  the  team  this  year.  The 
senior  players  in  the  last  three  seasons  alone  hold  a  total  of  5  7  wins, 
1  3  losses,  2  district  titles,  and  1  district  runner-up.  Veteran  players 
like  Chris  King,  who  scored  1,098  career  points  led  the  Indians  to 
many  victories  against  well-known  teams.  King  averaged  23  points 
per  game,  and  9.2  rebounds  per  game. 

Trokon  Nagbe  was  another  essential  player  in  the  Indian  strategy. 
He  averaged  1  7  points  and  1 0  rebounds  per  game.  Both  King  and 
Nagbe  made  first  team  all-district.  King,  in  addition,  made  first 
team  all-region,  and  Nagbe  made  second  team  all-region. 

The  Indians  confronted  tough  opponents  this  season.  In  the 
Christmas  Tournament,  the  Indians  defeated  strong  teams,  such  as 
Springbrook  from  Maryland  with  a  score  of  79-73. 

Springbrook  ranked  fourth  in  the  region  by  the  Washington  Post 
at  the  time  they  played  the  Indians.  The  boys  also  went  on  to  beat 
notable  teams  like  Bethlehem  Catholic  63-49,  and  Douglas  Free¬ 
man  in  overtime  with  a  close  score  of  7  3  -  7  2 .  The  Indians  were  the 
champions  of  the  tournament. 

The  Varsity  team  rose  to  the  Cardinal  District  Tournament,  and 
Northwest  Regional  quarterfinals  before  they  lost  in  triple  overtime 
to  E.C.  Glass  High  School;  a  tough  end  to  a  great  season.  The  boys’ 
ended  their  season  with  a  record  of  1  7  wins  and  5  losses.  Every 
member  of  the  Varsity  basketball  team  had  what  it  took  to  be  a

VICA  is  a  club  provided 
for  students  who  are  unable  to  attend  college  after  high  school.  Students 
chose  to  take  these  classes  to  improve  their  skills  in  the  field  they  wished  to 
pursue  after  high  school.  Jason  Leydig  took  Marketing  in  order  to  one  day 
be  able  to  start  his  own  business. 

VICA  provided  grants  for  the  students  who  chose  to  continue  studying 
that  particular  field  in  their  future.  There  were  yearly  competitions  and  Skill 
Olympics  to  compete  in  to  get  greater  recognition  in  order  to  earn 
scholarships.  Other  students  took  the  courses  offered  to  learn  about  a  trade, 
but  not  necessarily  for  after  high  school  use. 

VICA  has  three  categories  from  which  to  choose:  Life  and  Family 
Management,  Business  Management  and  Technology  Education.  Each 
category  had  different  levels  oflearning,  depending  on  the  courses  you  had 
already  taken.  Many  classes  required  two  in-class  sessions  in  order  to 
receive  recognition  for  having  taken  the  class. 

Mr.  Miller,  Fundamentals  of  Marketing  and  Sports  and  Entertainment 
Marketing  teacher  said,  "These  courses  help  the  students  to  get  an  overview 
of  what  marketing  is  all  about.  They  can  help  the  students  to  get  into 
different  marketing  careers.  The  Sports  and  Entertainment  class  learned 
how  important  these  businesses  are." 

Rishonda  Plummer,  a  first  year  cosmetology  student  in  the  Life  and 
Family  Management  field  felt  that  she  could  use  this  course  to  get  her 
Cosmetology  license.  "It  was  an  easy  way  to  get  the  skills  that  I  need  in  order 
to  take  the  State  Board  Exam  with  out  the  cost  of  a  technical  institute." 

If  you  weren’t  planning  on  going  to  college,  Vocational  Industrial  courses 
were  great  ways  to  help  prepare  you  for  the  future  in  many  different  fields. 
In  all,  we  all  are  looking  towards  the  future  and  hoping  for  the  best!

From  the  Declaration  of  Independence  to  Hamlet,  English  and  Social 
Studies  classes  were  necessary  to  meet  requirements  for  graduation,  but  were 
also  provided  to  ensure  students  received  a  well-rounded  education.  Aca¬ 
demic  courses  do  not  always  make  for  the  thrill  of  student's  high  school 
experience.  This  year,  there  were  a  variety  of  courses  to  make  students' 
academic  loads  a  bit  more  pleasurable. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  allowed  students  to  explore  various  ethnic 
studies,  such  as  courses  in  Latin  American  culture,  Indian,  African,  and 
Hispanic  cultural  studies.  Students  were  able  to  learn  about  their  own 
heritages,  as  well  as  various  cultures  of  the  world. 

For  students  who  wanted  to  be  intellectually-challenged,  one  could  choose 
to  take  Advanced  Placement  Government  and  Advanced  Placement  European 
History.  In  these  courses,  students  studied  the  complex  workings  of  the 
political  systems  typical  in  Europe,  and  the  struggles  of  Europe  in  past 
centuries.  In  addition,  students  get  credit  for  college  if  they  do  well  on  the 
the  AP  exams  administered  during  the  Spring. 

Mrs.  Gerrie  Cantwell,  an  AP  Government  and  American  Studies  instructor, 
expressed  her  concern  for  students.  She  explained,  "Alert  thinking  in  students 
is  consistent.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  many  students  who  enroll  in  AP 
courses  for  the  wrong  reasons.  Students  who  have  difficulty  with  the  work, 
academically  would  do  better  in  a  course  with  less  difficult  material." 

This  year  in  the  English  Department,  many  students  chose  enlightenment 
by  taking  AP  English,  AP  Language  and  Composition,  Humanities,  and 
Speech  and  Drama. 

Seniors  this  year  enjoyed  such  English  classes  as  Mr.  Corbin's  AP  English 
12  and  Mrs.  Henson's  Humanities  12.  Senior  AP  English  students  studied 
such  works  as  Things  Fall  Apart  by  African  novelist,  Chinua  Achebe.  Students 
were  provided  a  jump-start  on  college  by  studying  the  poetry  of  T.S.  Eliot 
and  John  Donne. 

Humanities  courses  placed  an  emphasis  on  multicultural  literature.  This 
year,  students  studied  various  pieces  of  world  literature  like  The  Canterbury 
Tales  and  Beowulf. 

When  asked  about  his  classes,  Mr.  Corbin,  chairperson  of  the  English 
Department  stated,  "There  are  a  variety  of  people  typical  in  any  class,  from 
scholars  to  non-scholars."

Melissa  Belt,  a  student  taking  the  class,  said  "I  like  working  with  kids, 
so  I  like  being  in  here."  GRADS  helps  students  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  taking  care  of  infants  and  toddlers  through  hands-on  experience. 

The  children  are  enrolled  through  Ms.  Emily  Jane  O'Connor.  The 
program  was  developed  by  Mrs.  Charlotte  Harrell,  Mrs.  Laverne  Yates, 
Mrs.  O’Connor,  and  nurse  Ernestine  White. 

This  program  is  one  of  two  of  its  kind  in  the  Prince  William  County 
area.  One  of  the  parents  whose  child  is  enrolled  in  GRADS,  Kareema 
Brown  stated,  “I  transferred  from  Hylton  High  School  so  I  could  come 
here  and  finish  school.” 

The  program  is  equipped  for  twelve  babies,  and  the  fee  is  $  1 00  dollars 
a  month.  Shonda  Williams  said,  “  It's  good  for  those  students  who  don't 
have  babysitters  because  daycare  costs  are  high." 

What  does  all  this  add  up  to?  Parents  who  can  continue  their 
education,  with  reasonable  rates  that  help  them  stay  in  school  rather  than
